the whole Land ; and neither N obility, nor Judges, 
nor Clergy, nor City, nor Country, can be wholly 
excuſed from being the Promoters, at leaſt, of their 
own Deſtruction: Tho' therefore the One, and 


the load of Guilt, be generally thrown upon one 


Sort of Men, and one Sett of Principles only; yet the 
Truth is too notorious to be denied, that al! did in 
their ſeveral Turns and Preportions, help to bring 
on the impending Storm: But, as I ſaid before, 
the horrid Tranſaction, as of this Day, was to 
the Work of a few only; and therefore no Body of 
Me 5 to be charged with it.
